{ UNDER SOUTHERN SKIES. 

This Fine Attrition Coming t 
the Capital Theatre in the 
Near Future. 



It is an old saying that "thera 

is nothing new under the sun, 
and thit, in a way, applies 
plays and dramas, as well as 
other things. Dramatists do n 
expect to And a plot or motive for 
a play that has never before l>een 
Q ted in some form. It has been 
asserted that there are but nine 
combinations poMible from which 
plays may lie constructed. With 
these limitations the dramatist 
can only present the old material 
in new oombinationi and to give 
it tresh interest and apparent 
originality.

This can cer- 
tainly he called "originality." 
and in other ways the play differs 
from anything yet seen upon the 
Btage. notably in reproducing a 
Hallowe'en party in which the 
young people play some of the 
tricks of that time-honored insti- 
tution. These tricks and the 
Jack-o-lantern dance, are novel- 
ties which audiences hail with de- 
light and they have proved a 
strong feature in the success of 
the play. The story of "Under 
Southern Skies" is distinctively 
Southern. In its main incidents. | 
it could happen in no other part 
of Christendom. This is also 
somewhat unusual in plavs and 
"Under Southern Skies" is also 
somewhat unique among southern 



plays from the fact that there is 
not a "Northerner" in the play. 
All the characters are of Southern 
birth and are imbued with traits 
of character inbred in the people 
of that section of our country. 
Every one of the twentv-seven 
characters in the play is a well- 
drawn portrait, as true a picture 
of Southern speech and manner 
as the same author has drawn of 
New England country people in 
"Way Down East." The two

southerner. The smaller parts 

are equally well presented ana t he 

old darkey, "Uncle Joshaway," is 
a life-like and amusing character. 
The young heroine. LeTis Orofton, 
is the center of interest among 
her young girlfriends. The part | 
is a difficult one to portray for, 
she passes through all the stages 
of joy and grief, that are woven 
about'her throughout the plot of 
the play. The faithful old 
"Aunties" and the mischievous I 
child, "Aimer Lizer," are laugh- 
able creations true to the darkey i 
of the South. "Under Southern I 
Skies" should be received here by 
the usual large audience which 
greets it everywhere. No more 
enjoyable play than this is now 
on the road, and the date of its 
appearance at the Capital Theatre 
should not be forgotten by those 
who enjoy an interesting and en- 
tertaining play, presented in a 
first class manner.

Tn cities containing less 
than 75, 000 population there are two 
classes: Second class, $850 per an- 
num, and third class, $600 per an- 
num. Appointments of letters car- 
riers are made to the class having

■ ubatitute clerk is paid a rate of 
Compensation not exceeding the 
compensation of the absent clerk 
or employe whose place he takes. 
The salaries of clerks at the post- 
offices vary according to the class 
of work to be performed and the 
Size of the office, but range from 
$400 to $1,000 in the smaller offices to 
as high as $1,700 per annum in the 
larger offices. All original appoint- 
ments of clerks are made at the 
minimum salaries.
